For different effects, fey different viewpoints. Here a low camera posli- 
tion eliminated distracting objects in the background to accentuate 
the subjects, 


Angle shots often result in dra- 
matic pictures and they attract at- 
tention because of their unusual- 
ness. The illustration above, for ex- 
ample, was made with the camera 
at a low level, and pointed up- 
wards, With the sky serving as a 
plain background, made possible by 
the point of view, the boy and girl 
“stand out” and become the prin- 
cipal interest in the picture. 

Other subjects may be pictured 
better with the camera at a slight 
elevation, pointed downward. This 
angle is often helpful in showing 
details of subjects where the com- 
ponent parts need to be clearly 
separated,
